Fasten brace 
to molding by threading four #8 x 5/8’’ SCREWS (YY) through the brace and into the 
groove. 


NOTE: Be sure top surface of brace is even with ledge on molding and ends with 
the hole point down. 


NOTE: Also be sure desk brace does not extend past end of molding. 


Place the RIGHT END (AAA) on edge as shown. Attach the TOP (C) using vee 2” 
ASSEMBLY SCREWS (x). Also, insert a CARRIAGE BOLT (FF) ‘rom cutsice surface 
through the end and brace. Fasten with a HEX NUT (GG).

FRONT (I) using two #8 x 5/8’ SCREWS (YY) for each bracket. 


NOTE: Be sure the lugs face out and the notch lines up with the groove. 
CAUTION: The plastic parts of the drawer snap together. If you make a mistake, 
the parts can be taken apart again but it is difficult to do. 


Snap the TWO SIDES (T & U) to the DRAWER BACK (V) being sure the groove lines 
up on the inside. Now slide the DRAWER BOTTOM (J) into the groove and snap on the 
DRAWER FRONT (I), being sure the drawer bottom fits into the groove on the back of 
the drawer front. 


If you need to take the drawer apart, use a straight bladed screwdriver. Press down firmly 
behind one of the lugs. Twist so the lug is free from the hole, and then continue with 


the next lug.

At this time, you should also insert four HOLE PLUGS (AA)into the unused holes in the 

two ends, as shown. These holes are for attaching future accessory items Doane PARTE pin ay ae MATERIAL FOR ANY 
You can cover the assembly screws with either WOODGRAIN STICKERS (CC) or with SEPARATELY INSIDE THE CARTON 
DECORATIVE BUTTONS (BB). 


If you want to use the stickers, just peei them off the cards and press them over 
screwheads. Be sure the grain direction matches the mating surface. 


If you decide to use the buttons, center them over the assembly screws and press firmly. 
Adjust the height of your unit by turning the levelers accordingly 


This completes assembly. Use furniture polish on all woodgrain surface to bring out the 
beauty of the finish.
